1  liy  war  time  token  is  he*  rt  shaped,  set  in  perspex  end  engraved  both  sides;  front,  'v'ith  all 
my  love'  and  back,  Toenfoor  Island,  Lutch  ITew  Guinea.  1  My  husband  was  attached  to  Ho.  7 
Airfield  Construction  Squadron  working  closely  with  American  Forces.  There  was  a  re' by  market 
for  all  sorts  of  souvenirs,  bracelets,  brooches,  pendents,  most  made  from  Austrailien  silver 
coins,  hand  filed  end  cut  with  hacksaw  into  shaoes,  heart,  crosses,  etc.,  polished  with  tooth- 
oaste,  engraved  and  pressed  into  perspex  from  wrecked  aircraft.  This  was  tone  with  hot  water 
and  improvised  clamps.  Florins  (Aust.  two  shilling  pieces)  and  other  coins  v^ere  in.  short 
supply  because  of  read*'  sales  to  the  Americans  vanting  any  sort  of  memento.  Bracelets  --’ere 
joined  with  dog- tag  chain  links.
